~ as They Promised. 


THEY ARE RAIDING THE TREASURY. 


When the Bonds Were Promised 
They Agreed to Do Differently. 


SILVERITES EXTEND NO SYMPATHY 


This Is Just What They Predicted Would 
Occur—Tbe President Suffers from 
a Sprained Ankle. 


Washington, November 20.—(Special.)—Mr. 
Cleveland did not come in from Woodley 
today, and, in consequence, there was no 
cabinet meeting. Mrs. Cleveland drove in 
and told the cabinet officers assembled that 
the president had stepped upon a stone 
and sprained his ankle. It was nothing 
serious, but so painful that he would not 
loave his room. Mrs. Cleveland took lunch 
at the white house and then went to hear 
Joe Jefferson lecture on art. Those who 
have seen the president during the past 
two days say he is in a bad. humor. He 
don't like the way that gold reserve, to 
.ulld up which he has offered an issue of 

nds, is diminishing day by day. 

\Vhen he promised Stewart and the other 
bankers to make the issue, it was with the 
understanding that they ~ould give up their 
noarded gold for the bonds and not draw 

from the treasury. But they are not 
coing to do it. Yesterday $1,648,000 of gold 
coin was drawn from the subtreasury in 
New York, and today 31,600,000 more was 
drawn out. Up to date, since the issue was 
announced, nearly $5,000,000 of gold has been 


drawn from the treasury, all of which is. 


tc be paid back for the bonds. As those 
who want the bonds have until Saturday 
to put in their bids, it is estimated that 
something like $15,000,000 more of gold will 
be drawn out in the four remaining days.: 
in that event the bond issue will prove a 
rank failure in every sense except that it 
will put more money in the treasury. Mr. 
Cleveland is indignant at the acrion of his 
alleged friends in drawing out this gold af- 
ter their promises not to do it, and Carlisle 
is very much disappointed. It is nothing 
more nor less than a genuine raid which 
is now going on against the gold reserve. 
Instead of putting up their own gold, the 
banks are drafting upon the treasury. So, 
after all, the bond issue will hardly bring 
up the gold reserve to the $100,000,000 point. 

No Sympathy from Silverites. 

The silver men here express no sympathy 
for the administration ia its plight. This 
raid upon the treasury gives them fight- 
ing material for the battle which is sure 
to ensue Jwhen congress meets. . 

Secretary Carlisle has finally come out 
and arrayed himself squarely against sil- 
ver. He has just sent a letter to A. B. 
Shreve, of: Virginia, in answer to one from 
that gentleman in which he says that we 
have more money in circulation now than 
at any time in the history of the country. 
“In 1875,” he says, “the total amount of 
money in the country, as shown by official 
reports, was $774,445,610, and the per capita 
circulation was $18.04. On the first day of 
November, 1894, the total amount of money 
in the country was $2,240,773,808, and the 
money in actual circulation, outside of the 
treasury department, was $24.27 per capita.’’ 
Then,. he says, by garbled extracts of his 
speech delivered in the house in 1878, he 
has been accused of advocating free coin- 
age of silver when, in that speech, he clear. 
ly and distinctly opposed it. 

Mr. Carlisle on Silver. 

In conclusion, he says: “I have never 
made a speech or written a line in favor 
of the free coinage of silver, nor have I 
ever been in favor of the total destruction 
of silver as a money metal. I have always 
believed in as large a use of silver in our 
monetary system as was consistent with the 
preservation of sound currency and the 
maintenance of the public credit. My opin- 
ion is that whenever the coinage value of 
a metal, whether it be gold of silver, is 
greater than the intrinsic or commerc‘al 
value of the bullion contained, the coinage 
of that metal, if it is coined at all, should 
be on government account only. This is the 
ohly way in which the coinage of the de- 
preciated metal can be restrained within 
safe limits so as to maintain equality in the 
purchasing power of the two kinds of coins. 
In my opinion, it is not within the power of 
the United States, or any other govern- 
ment under existing conditions, to establish 
and maintain any permanent ratio be. 
tween gold and silver, and an attempt to 
do so would immediately drive the coins 
vf one or the other metals out or’ circula- 
tion. If silver should be undervalued by 
the coinage laws, it would cease to circy- 
late, as it did during the great part of the 
time prior to 1873, and if gold should be 
undervalued it would cease to circulate. 
This has been the uniform experience of 
the past, and there is no reason to sup- 
pose that it would not be the experience in 
the future.”’ 

Commends Major Black’s Couise. 


Colonel Livingston, who is the only Geor- 
gia congressman here, commends Major 
Piack’s course in expressing a willingness 
to resign and have another election. Under 
un election law as proposed by the legisla- 
‘ure, he thinks there will he no doubt of 
the election of Major Black again, and 
he thinks such 2 course on the part of Ma- 
jor Black will temper the ‘intense feeling 
cetween the two parties. He thinks in time 
the populists will all come back to the 
democratic party. Colonel Liviagston was 
at the treasury today to urge the request 
of Collector Stocker for a customs ware- 
house at Atlanta, in which goods coming 
‘rom foreign countries to the exposition can 
be received and stored. 

What They Think of Kolb. 


The news from Alabama that Mr. Kolh 
proposes to seat himself as governor of 
that state and that if he attempts it Gov- 
ernor Jones will arrest him for treason, is 
causing considerable commotion among 
Alabama politicians now in Washington. 

Judge Blackwell, third auditor of the 
treasury, is from Alabama, and for many 
years has been closely identified with the 
political history of that sta‘e. “If Mr. 
Kolb attempts to carry out his threat,” 
sald Judge Blackwell, “he will certainly be 
“rrested for treason hy, Governor Jones. 
There is no question as to the result. The 
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| only doubt is whether Mr. Kolb will go to 
the length he threatens.”’ | ;

BIDDING FOR BONDS 


In Excess of the Amount to Be Sold. 
Withdrawal of Gold. 


Washington, November. 20.—The indica- 
tions are that the present government loan 
of $50,000,0000 will not only all be taken, but 
that the agzregate of the bids will be far in 
excess of the amount of the bonds to be 
sold. As fast as received the bids are im- 
mediately placed, unopened, in the treasury 
-,ults, so that it is impossible to know in 
advance of the general opening on next 
Saturday at noon the rames of the bidders, 
the amounts bid for, or the prices offered. 
The number of envelopes bearing tne legend 
“proposals for the purchase‘of 5 per cent 
bonds” which is being received at the 
treasury department is far in excess of the 
number received for the February issue, 
and the number of requests for blank forms 
of bids is far beyond expectations. 

The amount of gold withdrawn today 
from the subtreasury at New York in ex- 
change for currency, presumably for the 
purchase of bonds, was $1,600,000, of which 
$900,000 was taken by the Central National 
bank; $300,000 by Watson Bros., and $100,000 
by the National Bank of the Republic on 
account of customers as follows: Mercan- 
tile Trust and Safe Deposit Company, of 
Baltimore, $125,000; National Revere bank, 
of Boston, $100,000; Mercnants’ National 
bank, of Boston, $100,000; Empire State bank, 
of New York, $25,000; J. Pierpont Edwards, 
$50,000. e 

The work of getting out the new issue.-is 
progressing rapidly. The bureau of print- 
ing and engraving is sending over an in- 
voice of new prints each day and it is now 
expected that everything :will.be in readi- 
ness by next Saturday at noon, when the 
bids will be opened. 


SAYS IT IS AN OUTRAGE, 


Bryan Denounces the Bond Conspira- 
cy—The People Pay the Interest. 
Omaha, Neb., November 20.—(Special.)— 

Congressman William J. Bryan addressed 


Methodist church under the auspices of the 
chautauqua college. His address was on 
“Bimetallism. He was introduced by Major 
E. J. Halfora, formerly Harrison's private 
secretary. 

In the course of his address Mr. Bryan 
declared that the gold bond issue was a 
gross outrage. If the people, Mr. Bryan 
said, who have been conspiring to force 
the government to issue bonds by drawing 
gold out of the treasury had been poor 
people they would have been sent to the 
penitentiary and be called felons. But they 
were capitalists, and, because they had idle 
funds which were not drawing any interest, 
they could, and did, force the government 
to issue bonds, on which the people would 
be obliged to pay $15,000,000 of interest.

STRUCK BY A TRAIN. 


Germantown. 

Philadelphia, Pa., November 20.—A south- 
bound accommodation train on the Chest- 
nut Hill branch of the Philadelphia and 
Reading railroad ran into a two-horse car- 
riage, containing John Horace Meacham, 
aged seventy years; his wife and Mrs. Har- 
riet Smyth, at 10:35 o’clock this morning. 
Mr.' Meacham was killed, as was also Pat- 
rick Lacey, aged fifty-seven years, the 
watchman at the crossing, who had seized 
the horses’ heads and endeavored to back 
them from the track. Mrs. Meacham re- 
ceived a fractured skull and died shortly 
afterward in the Germantown hospital. 
Mrs. Smyth was slightly injured. 

Both horses were killed outright, and 
the vehicle was smashed to pieces, It is 
supposed that Mr. Meacham, who was driv- 
ing the team, did not hear the approaching 
train, and was not aware of the danger 
until he had driven upon the track. En- 
gineer Morris states that he did not see 
the team until within two cartlengths 67 
the crossing. He then saw the horses oh 
the track with the watchman, Patrick 
Lacey, at their heads and endeavoring to 
back them. The engineer blew the whistle 
and reversed the locomotive, but the col- 
lision could not be averted and ‘the watch- 
man and the team were struck and hurled 
some distance away. Mr. Meacham was 
a retired business man and lived in the 
vicinity. ‘The watchman had been in the 
employ of the company for about twenty 
years and he was killed within a few feet 
of his home.

The national executive committee of the 
National Woman’s Suffrage Association 
held a meeting in Cleveland all today. The 
meeting was held in this city at this time 
on account of the presence of so many of 
the executive committee in attendance upon 
the meeting of the Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union. Five of the seven members 
of the committee were present as follows: 
The president, Miss Susah B. Anthony; the 
vice president, at large, Miss Anna Shaw, 
of Philadelphia; the Corresponding secreta- 
ry, Mrs. Ellen Battle Deitrich, 
of »- Boston; the recording secreta- 
ry, Miss Alice Stone Blackwell, of Boston, 
who is also editor of the Woman’s Journal; 
and tthe treasurer, Mrs. Harriet Taylor Up- 


bers of the committee are the auditors— 
Mrs. Rachel Foster Avery, of Philadelphia, 
and Mrs. Josephine K. Heney, of Kentucky. 
- The session wag largely taken up with the 
routine business of making preparations for 
the annual convention of the association in 
Atlanta, which will be held from January 
3ist to February ith of next year. Much at- 
tention wag given by the committee to ar- 
ranging for railroad rates which will ena- 
ble delegates to be in Atlanta and also in 
Washington two weeks later at a meeting 
of the national women’s council, to be held 
in the Capital City at that time. The offi- 
cers pending making such arrangements for 
rates are unable to tell just how many del- 
egates will be present in Atlanta. 

Susan B. Anthony, the president, in speak- 
ing of this subject, said: ‘‘We are not cer- 
tain of getting what we desire in this re- 
gard. If we were republicans, or democrats, 
or old soldiers, or business men we would 
have every accommodation. Being women 
without votes, the matter has another as- 
pect. But, I think, in view of our being 
prospective voters, the railroads ought to 
begin to give us some recognition. 

“As for the convention, wa have state 
auxiliaries in thirty-four states, and we 
hope that all these will be represented at 
the meeting. There has been a great awak- 
ening in. the-southern states on this ques- 
tion of late, and many requests have come 
to us for speakers. An extended course of 
lectures and addresses will be made by our 
best speakers, both prior and subsequent to 
the convention. This will be the twenty- 
seventh annual convention since the per- 
manent reorganization. Before the war we 
had a national committee, but no associa- 
tion.”

Frances Willard Re-Elected 


President of the W. C. T. U. 
Cleveland, O., November 20.—The national 
convention of the Women’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union elected officers today. Oh 
an informal ballot Miss Frances Ic.

Montgomery, Ala., November 20.—(Spe- 
¢ial.)\—Senator John T. Morgan was re- 
nominated for his fourth term by the joint 
caucus of the democrats of the two houses 
tonight by a vote of 76 to 5. 

The Montgomery Advertiser and the post- 
masters of the state have tried hard to 
beat him. They have strained themselves 
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‘immensely, but the people were on Mor- 
gan’s side and he won without an effort. 

It is a bitter dose to the few anti-Morgan 
dernocrats of the state, But they have’ to 
take it. The people have told them so. 

This morning’s Advertiser devoted its 
first three columns to a futile attempt to 
prove by Taubeneck, their prime authority, 
that General Morgan has been inconsistent 
in his democracy, but their. publication 
proved nothing but their personal enmity 
to the great apostle of silver and tariff re- 
form, as the votes of some 93 per cent 
of the democratic members tonight at- 
tested. 

State Senator Milner and Representative 
Fletcher presided over the temporary or- 
ganization of the joint caucus. Willis 
Brewer, of Lowndes, was made permanent 
chairman and Masie Wilson, of Clark, was 
made secretary of the caucus. On resolu- 
tion a vice voce vote was made the order 
of election. 

Hon. John T. Milner numinated Gereral 
John T. Morgan and paid his nominee a 
glowing tribute. The senator’s name was 
greeted with tremendous applause. No 
other nominations were made and the roll 
was called. Senator McRae and represen- 
tative Turner, of Washfngton; Senator 
Walker and Representative Williams, of 
Henry, and a young representative named 
Seals, voted for Thomas V. Jones. A mo- 
tion to make the nomination unanimous 
prevailed, excepting a single ‘‘no’’ from 
the representative from Henry, which the 
chairman did not hear. The senator was 
declared unanimously nominated by the 
chairman. 

Morgan Preaches Harmony. 

When. Senator Morgan appeared in the 
door accompanied by the escort appointed 
to conduct him in, the dignified ‘assembly 
became wild with enthusiasm and ap- 
plauded and cheered their nominee most 
lustily. Chairman Brewer presented the 
senator to the caucus as a man great in 
war, great in peace and great in the hearts 
of his countrymen. The _ senator then 
thanked the representatives of .the people 
of Alabama as only Morgan can. . The sen- 
ator was at peace with all the world to- 
night. He urged harmony in the party, in 
almost every sentence. He said that differ- 
ences as to the application of. thee great 
principles of the democratic party ‘should 
not be allowed to widen the breaches. The 
party had not had the reigns of govern- 
ment since the days of Buchanan until it 
succeeded to control in 1892, and it was 
natural that some differences in matters 
of policy should occur. He attributed the 
democriie losses in the recent election™to 
apathy and said that when the people had 
felt the benefits of the democratic tariff 
two years they would line up again and 
elect Adlai Stevenson president. The sen- 
ator said he had no apologies to make, but 
stood upon the democracy of every vote 
he had cast in his sixteen years in the 
federal senate and every measure he had 
advocated. 

His speech was well received and hearti- 
ly applauded. Alabama democracy is de- 
voted to Morgan and loves to attest its 
affection for him, 

Populists Nominate Reese. 

The populist caucus tonight nominated 
Warren 8. Reese, of this city, for the fed- 
eral senate. 8. M. Adams, of Bibb, was 
named for the nominee, but the vote re- 
sulted Reese 31, Adams 13. The caucus 
passed resolutions asking congress to se- 
cure to Alabama a federal form of. govern- 
ment and appointed a representative in ev- 
ery county in Alabama to secure evidence 
of fraud in the August election.

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UPROAR IN THE FRENCH CHAMBERS 


Caused by Deputy Guzde Denouncing 
the Late Czar. : 

Paris, November 20.—The committee of 
the chamber of deputies to which the mat- 
ter was referred has made a report acced- 
ing to the demands of the government for 
a credit and exchange of sanction to the 
French expedition against Madagascar. 

At today’s session of the chamber, a s0o- 
cialist deputy, the irrepressible Jules. Guzde, 
created an uproar by denouncing the late 
Czar Alexander III as the executioner of 
the Poles.

JAPAN TO GRESHAM. 


Our State Department Is Informed That 
China Must Soe Direet. . 


NO MUTUAL FRIEND CAN ADJOS? If 


The Kindly Sentiments of the United 
States Are Deeply Appreciated. 


SOME DIPLOMATIC .CORRESPONDENGE. 


In It the Caus®é ot the War Is Made Clear 
Japan Wosld Not Be Blufled 
or Cajoled. 


Washington, November 20.—The Japan: 
esé¢ government has anticipated the re- 
cent offer of China to the foreign powers 
to furnish the complete official correspond- 
ence leading up to the present war, and 
has itself made public the correspondence. 
It is published in full as a part of the pro- 
ceedings of the recent Japanese _ diet, 
which have been received by the Japanese 
legation here. The gist of the contro- 
versy has already been made* known to 
the public, but the official letters between 
China and Japan give the first account 
of the sharp diplomatic fencing between 
the countries up to a few days before the 
war. The letters run from June 7th to 
July 14th and are numbered from 1 to 9. 

No. 1 is from Wang, Chinese minister to 
Japan. It informs Japan that a telegram 
has just been received from Li Hung 
Chang, stating that the Corean govern- 
ment has requested China to send troops 
to suppress a rebellion of the Tong-haks. 
Viceroy Li Hung Chang, it says, consid- 
ers the rebellion serious, and, therefore, 
complies with the request for troops tc 
protect ‘‘our tributary state,’” thus noti- 
fying Japan, in accordance with a treaty 
provision that each shall inform the other 
before entering Corea, 

No. 2 is from Mutsu, minister of foreign 
affairs of Japan. It pointedly states: ‘In 
reply I beg to declare that although the 
words ‘tributary state’ appear in your 
note, the Japanese government has never 
recognized Corea as a tributary state of 
China.” 

No. 3 is a notice from the Japanese gov- 
ernment that it intends sending troops 
to Corea to suppress the rebellion. 

In No. 4 China shows her teeth for the 
first time. It is a letter from the tsung 
li yamen—the Chinese cabinet—to the Ja; 
anese minister at Peking. The letter ex- 
presses surprise that Japan should send 
troops to Corea when it has not been so 
requested by Corea. It adds the following 
Significant language: 

“The sole object of your country in 
sending troops is evidently to protect the 
legation, consulates and commercial peo- 
ple in Corea, and consequently it may not 
be necessary on the part of your country 
to dispatch @”great number of troops, and 
besides, as no application . therefor has 
been made by Corea, it is requested that 
no troops shall proceed to the interior of 
Corea, so that they may not cause alarm 
to her people. And, moreover, since it is 
feared that in the event the soldiers of the 
two nations should meet on the way, cases 
of unexpected accident might occur, owing 
to’ the differences of language and military 
etiquette, we beg to request in addition 
that you will be good enough to telegraph 
the purport of this communication to the 
government of Japan.” 

No. 5 is Japan’s answer to the tsung li 
yamen, in which Japan also shows her 
teeth., It says: 

“As to the number of troops to be sent 
to Corea, the Japanese government is com- 
pelled to exercise its own judgment. Al- 
though no restriction is placed upon the 
movement of the Japanese troops in Co- 
rea, they will not be sent where their 
presence ic not deemed necessary. The 
Japanese troops are under strict discip- 
line, and the Japanese government is con- 
fident that they will not precipitate a col- 
lision with the Chinese forces. It is hoped 
that China has adopted similar precau- 
tions.’’ 

No. 6 is an offer of the Japanese govern- 
ment to join China in a joint readjustment 
of Corea on modern lines. 

No. 7 is China’s rejection of the offer, in 
which she says: “The idea may be excel]- 
lent, but the measures of improvement 
must ‘be left to Corea herself.’’ 

No, 8'is from Japan to China, stating that 
Japan cannot longer disregard the law of 
self-preservation, which impels her to re- 
form the deplorable condition of Corea as 
the root of her frequent rebellions. 

No. 9 is also from Japan to China, stating 
that as China has declined to join in the 
administrative reform of Corea, the only 
conclusion deducible is that the Chinese 
government “‘is disposed to precipitate com- 
plications.”’ 

This closes the correspondence, the last 
letter being dated eleven days befor Ja- 
pan sank the Chinese transport Kow- 
Shing, carrying the Chinese troops to Co- 
rea. Japan’s declaration of war followed 
six days later. 

Japan’s Answer to Uncle Sam. 

Tokio, November 20.—It is learned that 
the Japanese government has sent its re- 
ply to the note of United States Minister 
Dunn asking whether a tender by the pres- 
ident of the United States of his good of- 
fices in the interest of restoring peace in 
the east would be agreeable to Japan. 
Before reaching a conclusion the ministry 
gave the matter consideration for several] 
days and finally stated to Mr. Dunn that 
although the friendly sentiments which 
prompted the government and people of the 
United States were deeply appreciated, the 
success of the Japanese army ‘had been 
such that China should approach Japdn 
directly on the subject. In view of the ab- 
sence of Chinese and Japanese diplomatic 
relations at Peking and Tokio, respectively, 
this would imply that any communication 
between the two governments would be 
made through the American ministers fo 
China and Japan, who, since the outbreak 


of the war, have had in charge the inter- 
ests of the two countries.

ON THE YENABLE INSURANCE BILL. 


The Insurance Men of the State 
Solid in Opposition, 


REPRESENTED BY CAPTAIN JACKSON, 


But President Venable Stands His Ground 
Admirabiy and Makes a Great Speech. 
The Proceedings in Full. 


Those who thought that Senator Vena- 
ble would not cut an important figure in 
the state legislature will have to revise 
that opinion. 

There is not a more talked of man in the 
general assembly today. , 

And it is all because of his insurance 
bill. 

Yesterday The Constitution printed this 
bill in full. Its purport is to let brokers 
do what individuals are already under law 
permitted to do—place their insurance in 
outside companies if their business sense 
leads them to such a course. 

The law as it is forbids companies from 
doing business in the state unless they 
deposit $25,000 in the state treasury as an 
earnest of their good faith. Individuals, 
however, upon certain conditions, may 
Place th@r own property with outside 
companies. This is what Senator Venable 
desires to extend to the brokers. 

The insurance men of the state, who be- 
long to the Southeastern Tariff Associa- 


tion, have taken the alarm. A circular, is- . 


sued by the secretary of the association, 
has been scattered over the state calling 
upon insurance men to unite in opposing 
Senator Venable’s bill. This circular, it is 
claimed, gives evidence of -an unlawful 
cgmbination for the purpose of lobbying 
legislation. 
The Bill in Committee. 

The bill was referred to the general 
judiciary committee, of which Hon. N. E.

President Venable, who had ween an ip- 
terested listener, asked the privilege of 
making reply.

One Of the ‘wildest things ever underiov«x 
in legislation,’ it is one which comes closest 
to the home and fireside of each individual 
Who owns a hime in this state. The law, 
as passed by the legislature in 1890, gives 
the right, without any penalty attached 
thereto to individuals to place their insur- 
ance in companies unauthorized to do bus- 
iness in the state under the laws of Geor- 
gia, except in the following manner: ‘When 
the insurance is so piaced in companies un- 
@uthorized, the insured shail immedi. 
ately make a statement to the insurance 
commissioner, Showing first, the exact 
amount of such insurance placed by the 
citizen; second, the gross premium charged 
thereon; third, in what company placed; 
fourth, thé date of the policy and the terms 
thereof, and shall pay to the commissioner 
the same license and taxes for each com- 
pany as are now, or may hereafter, be re- 
quired of regular authorized companies, 
provided that when the license for said com- 
pany has been paid in any one year, then, 
in that case, any other person purchasing 
imsurance from said company thereafter 
shall not be liable for any additional li- 
cense from said company during said year, 
but for only such taxes on premiums as 
may be required from time to time of in- 
surance companies authorized to do busi- 
ness in this state.’ 

: To Extend the Right. 

“This is the law as it exists today in ref- 
erence to the individual in taking insurance 
in unauthorized companies in Georgia. My 
bill proposes that an tnsurance broker shall 
exercise the right to place insurance in 
companies not doing business in this state 
without subjecting himself to the penalties 
eof the insurance laws, which are very se-

Association—will be the 
first ta seize upon and punish the offender. 
The individual .who owns large properties, 
who can afford to spend the amount requi- 
site to travel to New.-York, Boston and 
Philadelphia, the homes of most of the com- 
panies doing the insurance business of the 
country, can, in a measure, protect them- 
selves from the hardships visited upon all 
such excessive rates, but the poor man and 
the great majority of the people who have 
only a moderate amoynt of property to in- 
gure, cannot, therefore, spend $100 or more, 
the necessary expense for such a journey, 
to secure a proper rate on his dwelling or 
household furniture, there being too little 
involved. The sum total of these small 
lines aggregated over $2,200,000 during the 
last year in as shown by the in- 
surance books, out of which the insurance 
companies paid in losses, during the same 
period $940,000, leaving a balance of $1,260,000, 
which was poured into the coffers of in- 
surance companies during the year indi- 
cated. The ratio of loss to premiums re- 
ceived is only 41 per cent, while in New 
York the ratio ig 70 per cent; Pennsylva- 
nia, 61 per cent; and other states in propor- 
tion. This shows the enormous profits pull- 
ed from the pockets of the 
people of the state by this com- 
bination of insurance companies, which 
has heretofore succeeded in defeating any 
legislation looking to a lessening in the 
state of insurance in Georgia. 

The Basis to Start From. 

“An insurance company’s stock in trade 
in Georgia consists of the deposit of $25,000 
in the vaults of the treasury, which is an 
earnest that they will respond in damages 
to the extent of the loss sustained by a 
citizen occasioned by fire. The stock in 
trade in other lines, as, for instance, cot- 
ton, grain or meat, is the amount of such 
commodities in store in Atlanta in the va- 
rious warehouses. built for the purpose. 
My bill proposes to consider each of these 
alike; that is to say, if I desire spot cot- 
ton and the warehouse man makes me a 
price here in Atlanta and I think it too 
high by all laws of justice and right I have 
the privilege of stepping into a cotton 
broker’s office and asking for a competitive 
price in New York or elsewhere on this 
article of merchandise. If the broker prices 
me cotton at a less figure per pound in 
New York than the warehouseman here 
proposes to sell me in Atlanta, plus the 
fright to New York, why should I not pur- 
chase from the broker rather than the ware- 
houseman. This same rule will apply to 
the bale, the grain man ang the meat 
vendor. 

Freedom of Insurance. 

“Tf I choose to use the broker in these 
lines the law says I have a right to do it 
in every other line of business except in- 
surance. If I desire to purchase insurance 
and ask for this commodity, which is one 
of the necessaries of business, and am not 
satisfied with the premium required for the 
risk offered, why should I not, in all fair- 
ness, be allowed to go to the insurance 
broker, the same as I am allowed to do in 
the case of meat, grain or cotton. Is there 
any difference in logic? The stock in trade 
of the insurance man is in the vaults of the 
treasury. The stock in trade of the cotton 
man is in the warehouses of Atlanta. The 
same is true of grain and meat. The de- 
posit—this stock in trade—is made for pro- 
tection, if protection it be, for the people 
who place their insurance in these compa- 
nies, not for the protection of the companies 
themselves, and is in the nature of patermal- 
ism, the state acting as the guardian of 
the whole people. My bill simply proposes 
to allow a party owning property in Geor- 
gia to exercise his business tact, skill and 


guards placed around him by this paternal- 
ism and being released therefrom so that 
he can enter the markets of trade of the 
United States to select and pick from the 
vast number of insurance companies, just 
as solvent, just as strong and potent and as 
swift to respond to any damages or loss by 
fire as any doing business under the in- 
surance laws of Georgia. This can only be 
done by authorizing brokers to do business 
as proposed by the bill. 

An Example Given. 

illustrate the workings’ of 
the tariff association—I speak 
from personal experience, which I 
I have not a doubt is the experience of 


others in the state. I will give one instance: 


In January, 1892, I told the insurance peo- 


ple that I would not pay the rate they 
were charging me on our buildings, to-wit: 
The old capitol building and our stable 
building on Forsyth street; that I was sat- 
isfied I could get the.insurance on these 
buildings from 33 to 100 per cent less than 
they proposed to charge. They said that 
this was impossible. I took the train for 
New York, placed our insurance through 
brokers in that city for 33 per cent less in 
one instance on $60,000 and 100 per cent on 
$8,000. These risks were placed = —- 

liy doing business in the state o 
ol. ag nod are still doing business in 
this state. If the Southeastern Tariff AS- 
sociation were right in charging this ex- 
cessive rate, why is it it that the com- 
panies doing business in Georgia, who un- 
derstood fully the surroundings of the 
property and all matters pertaining thereto, 
at a less rate than that charged by this 
illegally organized association, should ac- 
cept from me on this identical property 33 
per cent in the one instance and 100 per 
cent in the other? 

The Hand of the Combine. 

“In six months thereafter, about the 14th 
of June, I received a letter from the sec- 
retary of one of the companies, canceling 
some of these policies, and, strange to re- 
late, the day thereafter the local agent of 
certain companies came to me and asked 
if we did not wish more insurance, It was 
very suggestive that this should have hap- 
pened just at the time when the policies 
referred to were canceled. In due neces- 
sity we had to take out policies at the 
higher rate, because we could not run the 
risk of ,being uncovered.» The insurance 
people are the brightest and brainiest in 
any line of business in the country, and 
they circumvented us in our efforts to get 
from under their dominion, and are now, 
againet the law of the land, endeavoring 
to throttle and crush all efforts to’ secure 
competition in this state. Ii have been 
threatened and persuaded, cajoled and 

leaded with to cease my efforts ‘in this 

irection. I have hazarded my friendship, 
my personal interests and whatever of po- 
litical ambition I may have for future po- 
sition, to secure to the thousands in their 
homes and shops freedom from the iron 
heel of these favored wards of the state 
who cry out in alarm for fear lest wild 
cats should spring up in a land so fertile 
and rich, from which they have gathered, 
year after year, the richest harvests of 
shining shekels. 

Will the People Submit? 


“It is possible that the people of the 
state will longer submit to the thraldom 
of these rich corporations? Can it be 
possible that the home owners will not 
raise a cry of godspeed in this work, which 
will bring to them, by the thousands, the 
money heretofore shipped to the east to 
ay the exorbitant rates on their necessi- 
ies of protection. This bill may be con- 
sidered by the stockholders and employes 
of insurance companies ‘wild in the ex- 
treme,’ and their alarm and ridicule is but

A MAD HORSE. 


Mr. Bird Lying Critically 011 from His 
Injuries. 

Americus, Ga., November 20.—(Special.)— 
Mr. J. M. Bird is still lying in a critical 
condition at his home several miles west of 
Americus, the result of a savage attack 
made upon him by an enraged horse a night 
or two ago. His injuries are of a very se- 
rious nature, and will keep him confined to 
his bed for a Yong time at the best. One 
side of his face was beaten to a pulp, his 
jaw broken at the chin as well as dislocat- 
ed, one arm badly bitten by the infuriated 
animal, and other injuries of a serious na- 
ture inflicted. It seems that the horse, 
while being driven home from’ the city, be- 
came unruly whereupon Mr. Bird unhooked 
him from the buggy and proceeded to give 
him a thrashing. At this the horse charged 
Savagely upon him, pawing him in the face, 
knocking him down and stamping him near- 
ly to death before friends could come to the 
rescue. 

One of Mr. Bird’s neighbors, who came to 

his assistance, was likewise charged upon 
by the maddened animal and was forced 
to retreat. 
Several people came up in a wagon about 
this time and Mr. Bird wag placed therein 
and carried to his home. Dr. Wise attended 
his injuries and pronounced them quite se- 
rious. His entire left side was badly bruis- 
ed, and where the jaw bone was broken the 
bones protruded through the skin, muking a 
terrible wound. The bite upon the arm was 
also very severe. Mr. Bird is quite an eld 
man, though hale and _ hearty, and his 
friends hope that he may yet pull through 
all right. The horse that did the mischief 
is considered by some a dangerous animal, 
and more than once Mr. Bird has been 
warned against him.

Southern Trafle Men Will Meet to Ad. 


just Them Once More. 


A PETITION FOR GENERAL REDUCTIONS 


The Mempbis and Charleston Withdraws 
from the Southern Passenger Agsso- 
ciation—Other Railway News. _ 


Next Wednesday all the leading traffic 
men of the south will gather at the head- 
quarters of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association at the call of the 
rate committee. 

The importance of the mecting can easily 
be estimated when it is considered that 
the traffic men will have under debate the 
troublesofe fertilizer rates that once a 
year come up like a hydra-headed mon- 
Ster to worry and fret the railroaders like 
nothing else except the all-perplexing rates 
On cotton to and from various po/nts. 

The fertilizer rates need a general over- 
hauling. They will be discussed in all their 
details at the coming meeting and some- 
thing will be done looking to a perfect and 
permanent adjustment of the issues that 
constantly arise when fertilizer season 
draws near each year. 

There have been great long petitions re- 
ceived by the roads from the fertilizer 
men of Richmond and Charleston and other 
fertilizer centers: asking for a general re- 
duction in the freight rates on this com- 
modity. .The petitioners state that since 
the price of fertilizers is governed to a 
great degree by the price of cotton and 
since the price of cotton has been knock- 
ing around in the region of zero this sea- 
son, they think the railr8ads ought to be 
merciful and haul the commodity at a rate 
that was never known to the roads before 
—a rate that should be based on the price 
of cotton rather than upon the cost of 
hauling. 


The petition recites many other things. 
The fertilizer dealers claim that the roads 
ought to come to terms in the matter of a 
general reduction above all things. The 
graduation of charges from point to point 
also comes in for its share of the discus- 
sion ang if indications go for anything it 
is now’ probable that tae rate committee 


will have a great deal to do at the coming 
meeting. 


It is thought by some of the railroaders 
that there will not be near so much fer- 
tilizer traffic during the coming seasca as 
there was last. The reason for this is 
that the cotton planters are planning to 
Plant less cotton next season and this will 
mean that the demand for fertilizers will 
be corsiderably off and that the roads will 
not get near the amount of revenue out 
of the traffic that they have been enjoying 
in days past. 

These things may serve to influence the 
minds of the railroad men against grant- 
ing the petition of the fertilizer -men. 


Who Will Pay the Bills? 


Washington, November 20.—During the 
recent strikes many railroads applied to 
the gt eer gen for protection and troops 
were placed on trains and alon : 
turbed portions of their routes. ‘Soo Shes 
Companies, who availed themselves of the 
troops for the protection ot their property, 
are filing bills with the war department 
for the transportation of the soldiers, whose 
chief duty was to keep their lines open 
and guard their property. Nothing, it is 
asserted, was said about charging tor car- 
rying troops at the time they were asked 
for, and it was supposed that the roads 
would transport them free of charge, as 
their services were chiefiy needed to sup- 
port the interests of the roads. This, 
however, is not the case, and the railroad 
compan‘es how want pay for carrying the 
men who protected their property. The 
War department opposes the payment of 
che charges, and it is likely will contest 
the claims in the courts. The department, 
it is said, will raise the point that as the 
railroads sought protection of the troops, 
they have no right to regard them as or. 
dinary passengers, 


The M. and C. Goes Out, Too. 


Notice was received at the heaquarters of 
the Southern Passenger Association yester- 
day to the ehect that the Memphis and 
Charleston railroad will withdraw. 

This is in line with the other roads that 
recently withdrew from the membership 
of the association. The Queen and Cres- 
cent was the first. Then came the Louisville 
and Nashville, next the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louls and next the Mem- 
phis and Charleston. It is rumored around 
on the outside, too, that the Georgia Pa- 
cific branch of the Southern railway will 
also withdraw. 

This will take a great many of the roads 
out of the association, to which it has look, 
ed for subsistence in the past, but it will 
not have the effect of weakening the as- 
sociation sO much as to make probable the 
discontinuance of the agreement that hold 
the organization together, it is thought by 
prominent railroad men of the city. 

The Queen and Crescent, the Louisville 
and Nashville and the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis were not members 
of the association until within the past few 
months. The association had managed to 
get along very well until then without these 
lines, and while they strengthen it con- 
siderably, it is not at all likely that their 
withdrawal will mean the death blow to 
the association. 

The Southern Passenger Association is 
one of the strongest railroad organizations 
in the country. Following are the roads 
that compose its membership at present: 

Alabama Great Southern Railroad, Ala- 
bama Midland railway, Atlantic Coast Line, 
Atlanta and Florida railroad, Atlanta and 
West Point railroad, Brunswick and Western 
railroad, Charleston and Savannah railway, 
Centra] Railroad of Georgia, Cincinnati, 
New Orleans and Texas Pacific Railway, 
Georgia railroad, Georgia Pacific railway, 
Georgia Southern and Florida railroad, 
Jacksonville, St. Augustine and Indian Riv- 
er railroad, Knoxville, Cumberland Gap and 
Louisville railroad, Louisville and Nashville 
railroad (lines south of the Ohio river), Ma- 
rietta and North Georgia railway, Memphis 
and Sharleston railroad, Morristown and 
Cumberland Gap railroad, Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis railway, Pennsylva- 
nia railroad (lines south of Washington), 
Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac 
railway, Savannah, Florida and Western 
railway, South Carolina railway, Southern 
railway, eastern system, Southern railway, 
ee system, Western and Atlantic rail- 
road. 

The reason the Queen and Crescent with- 
drew from the association was because of 
the alleged violation of the agreement by 
the road’s chief rival line, the Louisville 
and Nashville. Of course the Louisville and 
Nashville then withdrew because it had to 
be free from the restrictions of the associa- 
tion in order to fight the Queen and Cres- 
cent in case of any slashing of rates on 
the part of the latter after it had with- 
drawn. 

The Nashville. Chattanooga and St. Louis 
and the Memphis have withdrawn for simi- 
lar reasons to that which prompted the Lou- 
isville and Nashville, the idea being that 
they had no competitiors in the association 
after these had withdrawn. 

Om this same score the Georgia Pacific 
may withdraw.

INDUSTRIAL UNION 


Strongly Opposes the Proposed Garnish- 
ment Law Pending in the Assembly. 


HON- CHAS. BRANAN’S BILL DISCUSSED 


The Union Adoptsa Eesolution in Opposi- 
tion to Any Change in ths Present 
Garnishment Law. 


The Industrial Union held an interesting 
meeting at their hall, 26% East Alabama 
street, last night. 

The meeting was largely attended and 
among other things considered was the bill 
recently introduced in the legislature by 
Mr. Branan, of Fulton, touching the present 
garnishment laws of Georgia. 


cussed the effect the proposed law would 
have on the laboring people, and by a unan- 
imoug vote adopted a resolution strongly 
opposixg the bill introduced by one of Ful- 
ton’s representatives. 

The bill introduced by Mr. Branan and 
now in the hands of the judiciary commit- 
tee of the house, provides that the sum of 
25 of the monthly wages of any person be 
exempt, but that all over that amount re- 
ceived by. any person should be subject to 
garnishment. 

Members of the union when seen last 
night expressed themselves as being strong- 
ly opposed to making any change in the 
present garnishment laws of the state. 
They give as a reason for that opinion that 
the working people are in a bad condition 
financially, and that if the bill wag adopted 
it would ruin thousands of wage workers 
who have fallen in debt on account of the 
great commercial depression. They were 
not defending the non-debt payers, but un- 
der the present demoralized and unsettled 
condition of the country, thought that a 
change in the law would work great hard- 
ships on the working classes. 

Captain D. M. Vining was of the opinion 
that if the law was passed, it would bring 
ruin and bankruptcy to the homes of hun- 
dreds of Atlanta’s worthy citizens who have 
been compelled to go in debt in order to feed 
and clothe their families and who are not 
making sufficient wages to settle their bills 
at once. He was opposed to the proposed 
law because it would tie up the wages of 
every person receiving over $26 per yionth 
and would exhaust all over the amount ex- 
empted in costs and fees. 

Captain Vining stated that he would go 
before the judiciary committee and speak 
against the bill in the interest of the work- 
ing peuple, and that he did not believe the 
Georgia legislature would adopt such a 
measure during the pendency of the present 
depression. 

Mr. H. O. Teat, of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen, was another membé¢r 
of the union who strongly opposed the bill. 
He said dast night that the wcerking people 
would enter a vigorous protest against it.

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The Situation in the Tenth District. 

The Constitution feels that it has good 
reason to rejoice over the progress al- 
ready made by the movement for ballot 
reform—a movement which was first ag- 
itated in these columns, and which is 
now backed by the great majority of 
good citizens. 

Since this important reform has been 
discussed and urged by this paper and 
others favoring it, public sentiment has 
had time to crystallize, and from every 
quarter there now comes up a demand 
for fair elections and an honest count. 
Our contemporaries have wheeled into 
line with us, our public men are on the 
same side, and the pulpit and the relig- 
ious press are taking part in this good 
fight for a great catse. 

Recent developments in the tenth dis- 
trict show that ballot reform is no par- 
tisan issue. The leaders and voters of 
all parties advocate it, and they will 
not be satisfied until the legislature 
passes an election law which will throw 
every necessary safeguard around the 
ballot box. The Hon. J. C. C. Black’s 
reply to the request of the Hon. Tom 
Watson for a joint committee to throw 
out the illegal votes cast in the late elec- 
tion in their district cannot fail to inten- 
sify the interest now felt in the matter 
of fair elections. Major Black meets 
Mr. Watson more than half way. In- 
stead of leaving the ddéubtful or illegal 
votes to be disposed of by a. committee, 
he offers to resign on the 4th of March, 
the day when his new congressional 
term would commence, and go before 
the people again with his competitor. 
Major Black says that a_ satisfactory 
election law will doubtless be passed at 
the present session of the legislature, 
and an appeal to the people after the 
4th of March can be settled at the polls 
fairly and honestly, without any of the 
fraudulent voting which prevailed to 
such a great extent in the tenth district 
at the last election. 

If Mr. Watson is in earnest in what 
he says about honest elections, and his 
acceptance of the challenge gives us 
full faith in his sincerity, the matter can 
easily be settled by the voters of the 
tenth district. A fairer method of set- 
tling a doubtful election could not be de- 
vised. 

We congratulate Major Black upon the 
happy suggestions made in his leiter. 
No one has ever doubted his honesty. 
Some people were ready go criticise the 
very large vote polled in Richmond 
county—in fact, it was admitted by good 
citizens of that county that the large 
vote was justified because fraudulent 
votes were cast in other counties for Mr. 
Watson. Two wrongs won’t make a 
right; and we were satisfied that Major 
Black would not participate in such a 
fraud. His letter was all that an honest 
man could have done under the circum- 
stances. 

The fact that these two leaders of op- 
posing parties admit that there was 
enough corruption in the recent elec- 
tion to leave the result in doubt is in 
itself such a strong argument in favor 
of ballot reform that it cannot fail to 
deeply impress the present legislature 
at a time when it is considering a new 
election law. 

A satisfactory election law, passed at 
the present session of our lawmakers, 
will place Georgia in the front rank of 
the states which afford the fullest protec- 
tion to honest voters and honest ballots. 
There is no obstacle in the way of this 
great reform. The people demand it. 
There is no longer any danger of a force 
bill under future republican rule, and 
we are not tempted to resort to extra- 
ordinary means to keep the south solid 
to maintain white supremacy. The south 
is a land of law and order, and our inter- 
ests will be best served by making it 
impossible for a corrupt vote to find its 
way into the ballot box. 


Thurber Settles a Rumor. 


Congressman Springer, the chairman 
of the banking and currrency commit- 
tee, having heard many rumors to the 
effect that Mr. Oleveland has under con- 
sideration a currency measure which 
will be recommended to congress in 
the December -message, called at the 
white house last Saturday to find out 
something about it. Being a leading

So he adjusted his cravat and made 
his way to the white house for the pur- 
pose of getting a pointer on the situa- 
tion. He was prepared to endorse any 
proposition that might be broached to 
him, but he wanted to hear the details, 
so that he could punch the boys in the 
ribs and come the “me and Cleveland” 
game over them, 

Mr..Cleyeland was not at. home, and 
consequently could not be seen. This 
was a sore disappointment to Mr. 
Springer, but hé had the consolation of 
having a few moments of confidential 
chat with Mr. Thurber, the great man 
who acts as Mr, Cleveland’s private sec- 
retary. Mr. Thurber was very frank. 
If any scheme of currency reform were 
on foot he would know all about it, but 
he had heard of none. This being so, 
there could be nothing of that sort in 
prospect. He informed Mr. Springer 
that there was no truth whatever in fhe 
rumors that were floating around in re- 
gard to the recommendation of a meas- 
ure of currency reform by the president. 

Mr. Carlisle, it will be remembered, 
denied the recent bond issue before it 
exploded over his head, but the cases 
are not parallel. Mr. Thurber is on 
the spot. If he knows himeslf, there will 
be no recommendation of currency re- 
form in Mr, Cleveland’s message. Mr. 
Springer went away very much satis- 
fied with himself. 


What Is Behind It’? 

Those who give attention to cur- 
rent events can have no difficulty in geat- 
ting at the true inwardness of the bond 
issue scheme. The purpose behind it 
has already been fully developed by dis- 
cussion in and out of Wall street, and by 


official circles in Washington. 

For instance, The New York Times de- 
clares that the interest in the bond ques- 
tion “may serve an excellent purpose in 
deepening the conviction of the business 
public that the whole government paper 
system is badly contrived and ought to 
be reformed.” 

The Financial Chronicle has also de- 
clared in its ponderous way that the 
greenbacks and treasury notes issued by 
the government should be retired. The 
New York Financier, in its last issue, 
follows suit and makes this amazing 
statement: “The United States, whether 
wisely or not, it is not the prov- 
ince of this article to say, has issued 
several hundred million dollars of notes 
which it promises to redeem in gold 
coin.” ‘The Financier then goes on to 
recommend the retirement of the notes. 
The statement we have quoted 
is amazing because it is a mis- 
statement, If it had been made by a 
cuckoo in Georgia we should pass it over 
as evidence of extreme ignorance. Made 
in New York by a periodical that calls 
itself “The Financier,” it is simply 
amazing. There is not a‘note issued 
by the government that is by law re- 
deemable in gold—not one. A number 
of the notes are made redeemable in 
silver, but not one is redeemable in gold 
by law. Tf the editor of The Financier 
doesn’t know this he is not competent 
to fill the important position he occu- 
pies. 

The obligations of the government— 
its legal tender notes--are redeemable in 
eoin. The treasury notes of 1890 are 
redeemable in either gold or silver at 
the discretion of the secretary of the 
treasury. There is no law for the re- 
demption of any of these notes in gold. 
The law says that they are redeemable 
in coin, and the intention of those who 
made the law is that the parity of the 
gold and silver coins shall be preserved 
by treating both without discrimination 
as debt-paying money. : 

The only reason that they are now 
redeemable in gold is that Charles Fos- 
ter, the great financier, who financiered 
himself and his friends into bankruptcy, 
began the policy of gold redemption to- 
ward the close of Mr. Harrison’s ad- 
ministration, not only to accommodate 
the Wall street bankers, but to embar- 
rass the incoming democratic adminis- 
tration. Before that the redemption of 
the government notes went on accord- 


|ing to law, the government using its 


own discretion and not permitting the 
creditor to discriminate against either 
gold or silver. 

Charles Foster’s policy of recognizing 
the option of the creditor was not only 
in violation of law, but contrary to ev- 
ery principle of sound banking, and to 
common sense. When Mr. Carlisle took 
charge of the treasury he immediately 
announced that he would abolish this 
ridiculous, dangerous and unlawful pol- 
icy; but Mr. Cleveland, for some inscru- 
table reason—inscrutable, indeed, if we 
are to believe that the president undler- 
stands and appreciates the two-fold dan- 
ger to which the Foster policy exposes 
the treasury and the people—overr'ied 
Mr. Carlisle and continued in foree the 
policy which has opened the doors of 
the treasury to the foreign bankors who 
want our gold and to the Wall street 
bankers who want bonds. 

But for this policy, which is a viola- 
tion of law and of every sound principle 
of finance, there would never have been 
any necessity for an issue of bonds. The 
fact that this policy has been endorsed 
by the bankers of Wall street as neces- 
sary to the maintenance of ‘parity’ has 
“consecrated” it in the eyes of the ad- 
ministration, and this ‘‘consecraition” has 
given men who profess to be democrats 
and friends of the people an excuse for 
maintaining that it is a “sound” policy. 
Consequently. there is no thought in ad- 
ministration circles of maintaining the 
integrity of the treasury reserve and 
protecting the interests of the public by 
abolishing the policy whic: has caused 
all the trouble. 

The scheme which Charles Foster in- 
vented for the purpose of permitting the 
bankers to raid the treasury reserve at 
their pleasure has now zone far enougb 
to make the ‘fact clear that the disloca- 
tion which it has caused will be traced 
to the greenbacks and treasury notes— 
the government issues. The argument, as 
far as we have seen it developed, is that 
if there were no government notes, rhere 
would be no demand on the treasury for 
their redemption; consequently there 
would be no gold reserve and 19 neces- 
sity for hond issues. ‘There are mum: 
bers of people idiotic enougn to be taken 
in by such an argument and numbers of 
others, Including the bankers, who,

interest. 

The scheme is to keep Foster's policy 
in working order and to continue the 
bond issue business until public opin- 
ion is whipped into giving its consent to 
the retirement of the government notes, 
and authorizes a law ziviug the banks 
of the country authority to issue and 
confrol the currency, the bank notes to 
be based on the credit of the govern- 
ment. 

Awhile ago it was the Sheriian law 
that was doing all the damage. Now it 
will be declared that the greenbacks and 
treasury notes are the cause of the ireu- 
ble. It will be argued that the govern- 
ment notes are so potent for evil that 
they even prevent the complete suc- 
eess of the bond issue, enabling the 
banks to get out of the treasury the gold 
necessary to buy bonds. 

No reader of The Constitution need 
doubt for a moment that the scheme 
which the republican bankers and the 
administration now have in tow is the 
retirement of the people’s currency and 
the substitution of notes to be issued 
and controlled by the bankers, thus plac- 
ing in the hands of this disinterested 
and patriotic class the power to contract 
and inflate the currency at will. 

We are willing to wager a _ thrip 
against a tin horn for Christmas that 
we have correctly outlined the scheme 
which will be put through whenever a 
congress subservient enough to carry it 
out can be secured.

Overin Alabama. 


Colonel Reuben F,. Kolb’s manifesto 
summoning his friends from all parts of 
Alabama to meet him in Montgomery on 
the 1st of December and peacefully aid 
him in taking possession of the govern- 
or’s office might under some _ circum- 
stances lead to serious trouble. The Al- 
abamians, however, are a sensible peo- 
ple, and it is not likely that they will 
set up two state governments or resort 
to violence to settle the claims of 
Messrs. Oates and Kolb to the governor- 
ship. 

Dual state governments were attempt- 
ed in reconstruction times in more thap 
one southern state, but the results were 
by no means satisfactory. As far back 
as 1842 Thomas Wilson Dorr claimed 
that he had been elected governor of 
Rhode Island. Governor King refused 
to give way, and called on President Ty- 
ler for troops, but the president replied 
that he would wait until they were act- 
ually necessary. 

Dorr, whose followers are called “popu- 
lists” in Johnson’s Cyclopedia, organized 
his government at Providence, while 
Governor King remained helpless’ at 
Newport. The president then sent fed- 
eral troops into the state. Dorr failed 
to capture the Providence arsenal and 
fled from the state. He soon returned, 
and with his little army threw up breast- 
works near Providence. A week later the 
force sent to attack the entrenchments 
found that they had been abandoned. 

Dorr’s government collapsed and Dorr 
himself was convicted of .treason and 
sentenced to imprisonment for life, Ia 
1847 he was pardoned. 

The insurgents disbanded in June, and 
in the following September a state con- 
vention adopted a _ state constitution 
which embodied nearly every provision 
that had been adopted by Dorr and his 
followers. 

Now, it goes without saying that the 
people of Alabama do not want a repe- 
tition of this chapter of history. They 
do not want civil strife. Business is a 
bigger thing than politics, and in these 
hard times men are not going to leave 
their farms and their business to follow 
the fortunes of any man who claims the 
governor’s ¢hair.

The career of John W.:Goff, elected re- 
corder of New York by 60,000 majority over 
Judge Smyth, is almost as romantic as that 
of John Boyle O'Reilly. Like the poet, Goff, 
a native of Ireland, belonged to the fenian 


| organization. More fortunate than O'Reilly, 


who was condemned to a life sentence of 
penal servitude in Australia, Goff managed 
to escape a free man to the United States 
about the time O'Reilly was preparing to 
become a felon. Goff’s political sentiments 
underwent no change while he was working 
his way up at the bar of the United States. 
He was one of the chief instruments in 
sending out the whaling vessel, the Catalpa, 
in 1875, to rescue the British political pris- 
oners still remaining at the penal colony, 
from which O’Reilly had managed to escape 
in 1869. 

Goff had a personal] experience with Re- 
corder Smyth which his election over that 
functionary makes not less striking. Smyth 
became enraged at Goff when the latter 
was in a case before him and fined Goff $200 
for contempt of court. Goff’s management 
of the prosecution in the Lexow committee 
investigation has been rewarded by a pop- 
ular appreciation which cost its recipient 
less than $1 for campaign expenses.

Mr. Alex W. Smith, auditor of the Cotton 
States and International Exposition Com- 
‘pany, left yesterday afternoon for New 
Orleans on an tmportant mission for the 


exposition company. 

Mr. Smith was accompaied by Captain D. 
G. Purse, president of the Savannah board 
of trade, and they go to attend the con- 
vention of the south and west trade con- 
gress, to be held in the Crescent City this 


week. 
The south and west trade congress is 
one of the most important organizationg of 
its kind this side of the metropolitan cities 
of the east. It embraces every line of bus- 
iness and commerce, and the men who at- 
tend the conventions are among the leaders 
of trade in the sections named in the 
title of the association. 
Mr. Smith goes to New Orleans to at- 
tend this convention with the purpose of 
asking the delegates to hold their next con- 
vention in Atlanta during the exposition. 
He carries with him invitations not only 
from the exposition company, but likewise 
from all the city officials of Atlanta, and 
will present these with all the force and 
earnestness that characterizes them as 
invitations from the most hospitable city in 
the United States. Every convention that 
has ever been held in Atlanta has been a 
suecess. Atlanta has really become known 
as the convention city of America. Those 
organizations that have once held a regular 
annual meeting here will always come back 
whenever they can and the organization 
feels greatly benefited by having come. 
Mr. Alex Smith has the assurance from 
Captain Purse, of the Savannah board of 
trade, who is a prominent member of the 
association, that he will co-operate with 
him and do all he can to emphasize At- 
lanta’s invitation to the congress to hold 
the next meeting here, and hold it while 


the exposition is in progress. 
The Fine Arts Building. 

The fine arts building is to be finished 
by the Ist of June, according to the con- 
tract that has been made with Mr. Larned, 
the contractor who sé€tured the work of 
construction.

There is tio class of'exhibitors more deeply 
interested in making their line of displays 
perfect ahd complete than the tobacco men 
of the country. 

The work that has been done by Messrs. 
Harralson and Christian, the tobacco com- 
missioners appointed by the exposition 
company, has already been spoken of in 
the papers. It has been shown with what 
unanimity the tobacco dealers of the town 
of Winston passed resolutians to take 2,000 
feet of space in the tobacco building at the 
exposition. It was also shown that the de- 
sign for the tobacco building has alfeady 
been drawn by the editor of one of the 
leading tobacco publications in the old 
North State. 

From North Carolina the commissioners 
went to Virginia, and there did some excel- 
lent work for the tobacco department of 
the exposition. At Danville they were cor- 
dially received.and the citizens and tobacco 
men met and passed resolutions fully .en 
dorsing the idea that has been conceived 
by the Cotton States and International 
Exposition Company to have a splendid 
building for the tobacco exhibitors at the 
great fair. 

The following are the resolutions passed 
by the Danville tobacco dealers: 

“Resolved, That the tobacco board of 
trade of Danville heartily endorses the 
plan for the erection of a building for a

A letter from the tobacco commissioners, 
Messrs. Harralson and Ghristian, to the 
exposition authorities in the nature of a 
report, tells that many of the New York 
dealers have decided to bring to the Atlan- 
ta exposition quite as handsome a display 
of the products of their mills as they had 
at the world’s fair in Chicago, if not finer.

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And the Plan of Blecting Judges by the 
People Is No More, 


AT LEAS? FOR THE PRESENT SESSION 


There Was a Lively and Interesting 
Debate on the Bill. 


STRONG SPEECHES BY STRONG MEN 


The Report of the Committee, Adverse to 
the Pessage of the Bill, Was Ageed 
to by a Vote of 73 to 85. 


The bill for the election of judges and 
Solicitors by the people was killed by the 
house at its session yesterday. 

The bill under consideration was that of 
Mr. Houston, of DeKalb, upon which the 
general judiciary committee had reported 
unfavorably, and which had been set for 
argument as the special order yesterday 
morning. As soon as the hour for its con 
sideration came Mr. Houston, the author 
of the bill, made the formal motion to 
disagree to the report of the committee. 

Mr. McCurry moved to postpone this and 
all other bills, with the same end in view, 
until the next session of the legislature, 
that is in October of next year. He argued 
that it would be much better to consider 
the matter then, as the representatives 
would, in the meantime, have an opportuni- 


views of the people. For he urged that 
it was the wishes of the people which 
should be consulted. He believed that this 
could be much better secured by a postpone- 
ment of action. 

Mr. Battle, of Muscogee, spoke against 
the postponement, as did Mr. Price, of 
Lumpkin, and Mr. Hurst, of Walton, and 
the motion to postpone was lost. 
Colonel Harrison Believes in the Bill. 

The first speaker on the question proper 
was Hon. William Harrison, of Quitman, 
the veteran legislator, whose views on any 
subject are always listened to with marked 
attention. He was in favor of election by 
the people, and, in a short, but very strong 
speech, argued: for the passage of the bill. 
He pointed out that the bill could not be 
made a law by the action of the legislature, 
even though that action be favorable, for 
it would require an amendment to the con- 
stitution; and in its last analysis, therefore, 
the bill was simply one to allow the people 
of Georgia to express their views on the 


subject. 

‘We have all,” said he, “heard the mut- 
terings of discontent on this subject. They 
come from all over the state and none of 
you can say that you have not heard them.”’ 

He argued that the people should be 
heard. He believed that they were the 
ones who were most interested. That never 
was it wrong to leave a question to them, 
because their wisdom could be relied upon. 

“The people are  interested;’’ said he, 
they are dissatisfied; they are asking to be 
heard, and their requests should be listen- 
ed to and answered favorably.”’ 

Mr. Reagan, of Henry, made a short 
speech, urging the submission of the ques- 
tion to the people, for he believed that the 
people could be relied upon to select the 
right men for the placés. ' 

Mr. Jenkins Sustains His Committee. 

Mr. Jenkins,, of Putnam, said he would 
not contest the fact with the gentieman 
from Quitman that all power resided in the 
people, and from them all power must come. 
He was glad that the constitution of the 
state, in its first paragraph, declared that 
all government of right originates with the 
people, is founded upon their will only and 
is instituted solely for the good of the 
whole, but it also declared public officers 
are the trustees and servants of the people, 
and at all times amenable to them. All 
government is founded upon force, either 
by bayonets or voluntary agreement. Gov- 
ernments having any other foundation are 
too weak to exist. No man has a natural 
right to govern another. Every man, upon 
entering society, gives up some of his natur- 
al rights in order to obtain the blessing of 
society. Society was formed for the pratec- 
tion of individuals and government for the 
preservation of society. That portion of so- 
ciety which is strong enough to form a gwv- 
ernment and aaminister its functions is the 
people. Women aren’t in it; children, lu- 
natics and idiots are not in it, and that 
portion of’ our population which is unfit 
from a lack of education to administer or 
assist in intelligently administering the. af- 
fairs of government ought not to be in it. 
It was a political crime to give the suffrage 
to those not clothed with intelligence suffi- 
cient to discharge the duties of citizens. 

It igs not desired that society or the peo- 
ple in their popular capacity should exer- 
cise all the functions of government. Hence 
the people appoint agents and trustees to 
discharge many of the functions for them 
and they ‘have divided their government 
into the executive, the legislative and the 
judicial branches, and they have appointed 
suitable and capable agents to exercise for 
them in each of these capacities the pow- 
ers which they possess, . 

‘In private and public life we have our 
agents,’’ continued Mr. Jenkins, ‘‘and these 
agents frequently discharge for us our du- 
ties better than we could ourselves, You 
get a lawyer because, acting as your agent, 
he can attend to your business 
better than you could yourself. You 
get him not because you haven't the right 
to perform those duties yourself, but be- 
cause you believe he can do them better. 
It is the same in the affairs of government. 
The people created the legislature to make 
their: laws and they send legislators who 
act as their agents in administering their 
affairs. The theory of giving to the legis- 
lature the power of electing judges and 
colicitors is that by reason of their en- 
vironment and knowledge the members of 
the legislature are better qualified to select 
the judges than the people themselves.” 
Mr. Jenkins showed from the figures how 
the plan of electing by the people had re 
ceived the endorsement of  ninety-eight 
years of use, while the other methods pro- 
posed had keen in use only twelve and 
thirteen years, respectively. 

He pointed out that~there had been nw 
criticism of the quality of the judges and 
solicitors, but that only the method was 
criticised. These criticisms came, said he, 
very largely from the friends of defeated 
candidates and from disappointed newspa- 
pers. There was no popular clamor, as 
had been stated; and if there were, lwmcon- 
tended that public clamor was entitled to 
very little consideration, backing up this 
statement by some striking illustrations 
from Biblical and secular history. | 
“Human experience has shown ‘us that 
public clamor is most unreliable; we must 
rely on our reason,’’ said he. 

He contended that when the judges had 
to contest for place in public elections, 
that day would be a sad one for Georgia. 
It would be the day of the political judge 
and the political demagogue. He pointed 
out the difference between the executive 
and legislative branahes of government ex- 
ercising their functions here at the capitol 
‘and the judicial which had to exercise its 
functions among the people. Under a sys- 
tem of elections by the people,’ justice would 
be blind no longer, but the men of no influ- 
ence and power would be discriminated 
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with political fights. Judges would 
have old scores to settie, but 
their own political futures to 

He pointed out the change 
since the elections by the people 
to 1%1. A great many people 
right to vote under the law i 
| have that.right then and ought not, 
opinion, have it now. These people 
have it in their power to combine and 
to the bench political demagogues. I 
would be hard to get the right men to run. 
Five of the twenty-three circuits would, he 
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against democracy. ‘ 

“We are here,” concluded Mr. Jenkins, 
“to look at this question as sensible men 
The committee believes that its adverse re- 
port on this bill is in the interest of the 
people of Georgia, and I trust the commit- 
tee’s report will be sustained.” 

During his speech Mr. Jenkins was fre- 
quently interrupted by applause, His speech 
was a strong one and carried conviction 
with it. 

Colonel Price for the Bill. 

Hon. W. P. Price, the venerable member 
from Lumpkin, made°a strong appeal to 
the members in favor of disagreeing 
to the report of the committee, and electing 
the judges and solicitors by the people. 
He charged that in the elections before 
the legislature there had been open and 
shameless trading, and said that the peo- 
ple in all parts of the state were demanding 
a change. He believed that it should be 
left to the people to decide upon the judges 
and solicitors. His speech was a strong 
and eloquent one, and was listened to with 
great interest, for it was the first speech 
in the house of a gentleman who is one of 
its strongest members. 

Mr. Wilson Favored the Report, 

Hon. Clarence Wilson strongly supported 
the report of the committee. 

“Mr. Speaker,” he said, “I esteem the 
bill now under consideration fraught with 
more harm and real danger to law, order, 
and good government in Georgia than any 
measure that has been proposed for many 
years. The proposition is to make a radical 
change in the manner of electing judges’ 
and solicitors general. I am opposed to the 
change, Mr. Speaker, for the reason that I 
believe the present system to be infinitely 
better than the one proposed, upon any as- 
pect in which it ean be viewed. The gen- 
tleman from Lumpkin insists that we have 
tried.the plan of electing by the people of 
judicial circuits, and that the results were 
satisfactory. Mr. Speaker, the political 
condition of the country from 1852 to 1861, 
when that plan prevailed, was essentially 
and widely different from the one that has 
confronted the people of Georgia since re- 
construction. The franchise has been con- 
ferred upon a class, constituting nearly one- 
half of our voting population since 1852, and 
a class who hold the balance of power in 
the southern and middle pertions of Geor- 
gia. It is insisted that there is a great 
clamor for a change. I admit that there is 
a cry from some quartcrs for a change, 
but if properly understood it will be found 
to come from the friends of the defeated 
candidates, and from a political party in 
this state who would expect to share 
largely in the benefits of such a change. 
The system under which we now work fs 
hoary with age, and is commended to us by 
the splendid results of three-quarters of a 
century’s experience. 

“The charge that ring rule obtains in the 
house elections is a grave reflection on 
every member of the Georgia legislature, 
and I take occasion once for all to say that 
the charge is untrue, in my opinion. The 
present system has given to Georgia for 
nearly a hundred years a judiciary learned 
and incorruptible, and prosecuting officers 
efficient and faithful. It has given to 
Georgia the peerless Bleckley, the faithful 
and learned Clarke, the venerable and pa- 
triotic Hansell, and a score of other judges 
who have given glory and luster to the 
judiciary of this state. Her solicitors gen- 
eral are the equals of any in the south. 
The invincible and eloquent Hill, the polish- 
ed and peerless Howard are the offspring of 
this much abused. system. Adopt this Dill 
and you drag the judiciary of the state into 
the cesspool of political trickery and corrup- 
tion. 

“Do this if you will, and you start a 
great wave of corruption.” 
Mr. Hall’s Eloquent Speech. 

One of the strongest speeches of the 
day and in many respects the strongest 
of the session was that of Hon. Hewlett 
Hall, of Coweta. Mr. Hodges called for 
the previous question and that was voted 
down: then Mr. Hall spoke for perhaps 
half an hour with an eloquence and power 
that won for him instant recognition as 
one of the strong debaters of this general 


assembly. 

“The greatest importance of the question 
involved in this bill,*’ he began, “is my ex- 
ecuse for asking for a few moments of your 
time. The momentous import of the question 
is obvious. In involves a change which 
affects the organic law of the state. It be- 
hooves us as the representatives of the peo- 
ple to take counsel of no prejudice, but con- | 
sult only our reason and judgment. That 
there is grave discontent at the present 
method of choosing our judiciary is a fact 
patent to all. That there is just cause for 
this discontent cannot be denied. 

“There are certain grave and funda- 
mental objections to the plan as provided 
in this bill, namely, the election of the 
judiciary by a popular vote, and also to 
the plan as now existing. The existing dis- 
content is for the reason that our judiciary 
is too much in politics; that political skill 
rather then judicial knowledge is the ground 
of preferment. Does the bill before us 
remedy this evil? It seems not. It only 
transfers the field from a more intelligent 
constituency to one less intelligent, and to 
one where passion is more likely to over- 
ride the dictates of reason. Madison, who 
is called the father of the federal constitu- 
tion, laid down this rule in reference to 
the selection of the judiciary: ‘Peculiar 
qualification being essential in the mem- 
bers of the judiciary, the primary consider- 
ation ought to be to select that mode of 
choice which best secures these qualifica- 
tions.’ 

“If you will but consider the purpose of 
the formation of this department you will 
readily perceive that the very object of ita 
creation will miscarry by baving its mem- 
vers elected by the people. 

“In one respect, especially, is our govern- 
ment peculiar in its structure. We have a

An Old Man and Bis Two Daughters in 
Gilmer County | 


FOR REPORTING AN ILLICIT DISTILLERY 


Six Men on Trial Before Judge Newman 
Charged with Committing 
the Offense. 


A peculiar scene was presented in the 
federal court yesterday morning in the trial 
of six alleged whitecappers, charged with 
beating a number of witnesses in Gilmer 
county lest February. 

The victims of this cruel assault were 
Mr. E. J. Thurman, an old man apparently 
seventy-five years of age, his wife and his 
two daughters. One of these, Yada Thur- 
man, tettified in court yesterday morning. 

Her dialect was intensely rural and her 
manner of testifying was decidedly unique 
and interesting. Her answers to the vari- 
ous questions put by the attorneys were 
frequently amusing and even the court was 
forced to indulge in a bit of levity, as the 
quick and spirited manner of the witness 
convulsed the courtroom. 

The witness testified that on the &th of 
last February between the hours of 10 and 
11 o’clock at night she was rudely snatched 
from her bed, in which she was quietly 
sleeping, and with her mother, an aged 
and feeble woman, was carried to an open- 
ing in the woods. There were perhaps a 
dozen men in the gang. They were dis 
guised in such a way as to prevent their 
recognitiongs but their features could not 
escape the shrewd eye of the witness. Ar- 
tificial masks were thrown over their faces 
and each of the whitecappers was provided 
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with a frock. They were all armed with 
pistols. They gave the women to under- 
stand that they were going to punish them 
severely, but first required them to take 
an oath never to divulge the secret of their 
sufferings at the hands of the whitecappers. 
In their terror they had no recourse and 
very readily yielded compliance. Then fol- 
lowed the beating. They were whipped 
with a leather strap and cruelly abused, 
after which they were directed to return to 
the house and to keep their mouths shut. 

In a straightforward manner, a manner 
that impressed the court and the jury, the 
witness delivered her testimony from the 
witness stand and identified each of the 
defendants on trial. 

The defendants are Neal Gentry, Alex 
McKinnish, Lee Grier, Wiliam Gentry, 
Mink Moore and John Bradely. In addition 
to these there are several] others who will 
be tried later. They are represented + by 
Mr. James E. Robinson and Mr. Theodore 
J. Greer. “Mr. Robinson conducted the ex- 
amination for the defense and Colonel T. 
W. Rucker for the prosecution. 

As shown in the evidence the other mom- 
bers of the family were abused in 3 like 
manner. The old man was cruelly heaten 
and pistols were put to his head by the 
members of the gang. 

The trial will be resumed this morning.

“‘As I understand it,” said Chief Connol- 
ly. “the ordinance seeks to prevent the 
sidewalks being obstructed.

Unlike the parlidment of 
Engiand, the legislative department of 
our government can pass no law contrary 
to ‘the constitution, nor has it any power 
to change the constitution. England has 
no constitution in the sense’ in which we 
have.. Parliament has power to change any 
law they have at pleasure. : 

‘The peculiar object of the judiciary, 
besides being the tribunal for the enforce- 
ment of private rights, was to protect the 


fundamentallaw and preserve it inviolate. 
‘Mr. Brice, an eminent English statesman, 
‘in. his work on the American common- 


wealth, gives a forcible description of 


the objects of this department of our gov: 


ernment. He says, speaking of our courts: 
‘The court is the living voice of the consti. 
tution—that is, of the will of the people 
expressed in the fundamental law they have 


,enacted. It. is, therefore, .as some one has 
‘said, the conscience of-the p 


le, who have 
resolved to restrain themselyes from has- 
ty or unjust action by placing their repre- 
sentatives under the restrictions of a per- 
manent law. It is the guarantee of the 
minority, who, when threatened by the im- 
patient vehemence of a majority, can ap- 
peal to this permanent law, finding the in- 
terpreter and enforcement thereof in a court 
set high above the assaults of faction. To 
discharge these momentous functions, the 
court must be stable, even as the constitu- 
tion is stable. Its spirit and tone must 
be that of the people at their best mo- 
ments. It must resist transitory impulses, 
and resist them the more firmly the more 
vehement they are. Entrenched behind im- 
pregnable ramparts, it-must be _ able to 
defy at once the open attacks of the other 
departments of the government, and the 
more dangerous, because impalpable, seduc- 
tions of popular sentiment.’ 

“The preservation of the liberties of 
the people depends as much upon a stable 
interpreter—court of the constitution—as 
it does upon the fundamental law itself. It 
would defeat the primal object of the 
judiciary department if, in its interpreta- 
tions of the fundamental law, it should vacil- 
late with the whims of the fickle populace 
that lifted it to power. The constitution 
would thus cease to be a protection to 
the minority, it would cease to be a guar- 
antee to the liberties of the people and 
would be at the absolute mercy of every 
popular craze that sweeps over the land. 
The people, foreseeing that in a republic 
there naturally arises, from one cause or 
another, at intervals, fallacious policies and 
false sentiments which, for a time, ‘sup- 
plant the calmer reason and maturer judg- 
ment of the populace, and guarding against 
the obnoxious laws which might result 
therefrom, ordained and established, in their 
calm and sober moments, and for their own 
protection, a fundamental law; and as the 
defender and protector of that law they 
created the judicial department. It is evi- 
dent to all, that if the upheaval of popular 
sentiment which puts the lawmaking 
power in offic@ should likewise elect .the 
judiciary, the court, reflecting and voicing 
the same popular sentiment, would decide 
as constitutional the law which the legisla- 
ture would enact. The constitution, design- 
ed to be the palladium of our liberties, 
would become 4 meaningless declaration of 
words, interpréted@ to suit every populap 
clamor, and only ‘keefing its word of prom. 
ise to our ears to break it to our hopes.’ 

“I am, likewise, opposed to the present 
system of electing our judiciary. Aside 
from the fact that it keeps the judges to a 
certain extent in-the whirl of corrupting 
policies, and to a certain extent fosters 
political cabals and combinations, I have 
other and graver objections. In the words 
of Mr. Madison, ‘no. political truth is of 
greater intrinsic value or is stamped with 
the authority of more enlightened patrons 
of liberty, than that each of the co-ordinate 
departments of the government. should be 
and remain independent of, and separate 
from, the other. Years ago the philospher, 
Montesquieu, declared that ‘there can be 
no liberty where the legislative and execu- 
tive powers are united in the same person 
or body of magistrates, nor if the power of 
judging be not separated from the legis- 
lative and executive powers.’ Under our 
existing method the judiciary is at the mer- 
cy of the legislative department. The leg- 
islature can elect judges of known friend- 
liness to any measure which they have de- 
cided to pass, or men of such pliable na- 
tures as to be used in upholding any en- 
actment they desire. Look at your neigh- 
bor state—South Carolina. The legislature, 
representing a popular sentiment which had 
found expression in the law known as the 
State dispensary law, elected to the place 
of one of- the supreme court judges, who, 
with a majority of the court, had declared 
the law unconstitutional, a judge known 
to be favorable to the measure, and the 
court, as thus altered, reversed their form- 
er ruling and sustained the law. Any meth- 
od, under which such a condition of af- 
fairs mnay exist, is extremely dangerous 
to the liberties of the people. A partisan 
legislature can thus elect a partisan court 
and have sustained a partisan law. The 
independence of the coordinate ~depart- 
ments of the government is taken away, 
and the check which our fathers designed 
each should have upon the other is broken. 
The very purpose for which the judi¢iary 
was created is thus seen to. be frustrated. 
The plan which I would suggest lifts the 
judiciary entirely out of politics, preserves 
the independence and equilibrium of each 
of the departments as designed by our 
fathers. It is this: Provide for the ap- 
pointment, by the governor, with the con- 
sent of the senate, of the supreme court 
judges during zood behavior, and 
then empower them to appoint 
with the consent of the senate, superior 
court judges for a term of years. You 
would then have the best and purest ju- 
diciary—one elected, not for political in- 
fluence and skill, but on account of judicial 
fitness. 

“But, sir, I am told that this bill provid- 
ing for the election of judges by the people 
is a popular measure—that the people want 
it. My answer to that suggestion is ‘get 
thee behind me, satan.’ The venerable ex. 
chief justice of our state, who has just re- 
tired from office carrying the reverence, 
respect and love of a grateful people, never 
uttered a grander truth than when he said, 
‘the desire for popularity is the greatest 
enemy to truth.’ The popularity or unpop- 
ularity of a measure shall not affect my 
vote. I shall do the right as God gives 
me the ability to see it, trusting with im- 
plicit faith in the ultimate triumph of the 
truth. . However fierce’ the temporary 
storms of popular sentiment ‘may rage; 
however high the waves of public feeling 
may rise, when the storm has ceased its 
fury and the waters have subsided and 
sunk to rest, it will be seen that the winds 
have only made more firm upon its basis 
the granite rock of truth, and the waves 
have only laved to its pristine purity the 
marble shaft of principle. Let us hold fast 
the principle of our fathers; let us guard 
und defend the institutions which, in wis.

tection and our guidance, and transmit 
them, in all their purity and power, to those

He suid he did not believe that corrupt 
influence prevailed in Georgia and he point- 


representative in the house as showing 
that the negro element would not dominate 
a single judicial district. Speaking of the 
quality of the men who were elected by 
the votes of the people, he cited as suf- 
ficient evi@ice of their excellence the fol- 
lowing eminent judges who had been s0 se- 
lected in the times when that method pre- 
vailed in Georgia.

“Who,” he said, ‘“‘can say that these were 
corrupt men, I take it as self evident that 
the people will elect good men and able 
jurists.”’ ; 

Speaking of the operation of the plan of 
electing by the people in other states, he 
referred to the defeat of Maynard in New 
York, when it was believed by the people 
that he was not ‘the proper man to be on 
the bench. He said he believed that the 
people were the right persons to decide the 
question and it should be submitted to 
them. 

Speaker Fleming Concludes. 
' When the speaker of the house took the 
floor to make the first speech which he 
has made this session, he was received 
with the greatest attention. He began by 
referring .to the fact that it was natural 
that there should be differences of opinion 
on this subject, but he thought that it was 
a time and a measure on which a man 
should speak his convictions, and that his 
convictions ought not to be uttered unless 
they were based on sound investigation. 

‘In the present condition of election af- 
fairs in Georgia,’”’ said he, ‘“‘the passage of 
this bill would, in my opinion, be a public 
calamity. I do not mean that the time may 
not come when it would be well to make to 
the people the election of their judges and 
solicitors, but I do believe the elections as 
we do have them today are not such that 
aman who is to wear the judicial ermine 
should submit his claims to them. He 
should not be mixed up in such elections nor 
be a part of such election methods. It is 
a notable fact,’’ he continued, ‘‘that in all 
the talk we see in the newspapers against 
the present plan, there is not a single edi- 
torial nor a single word to insinuate that 
the judges and solicitors whom we have in 
Georgia are incompetent. The cry then 
which we hear is being made is directed 
not at the results, but at the metheds. 
You hear a geod deal of talk of rings and 
slates. Now, 1 speak from a thoroughiy 
impartial standpoint on this subject. If 
there ever has been a ring in the yeafs 
which I have been here in the legislature I 
have never been honored by an invitation 
to be a member of it nor have I ever been 
the recipient of any such honor. If there 
is such a ring, I denounce it as strongly as 
anybody, but because a system has some 
abuses, why should we fiy to other ills a 
thousand times worse. Georgia has tried 
all three of these plans. 
plan may be better than another, but the 
thing for us to do do is to look the thing in 
the face as practical men, sent here to deal 
with the stern relations of the situation. 
Georgia has tried election by the people at 
two separate periods of her history and 
has always gone to another system. The 
plan of appointment by the governor was 
so odious with the charges of rings and 
cliques that it became a scandal and was 
wiped away. If past experience is worth 
anything, history shows that the wise men 
of Georgia herctofore have been overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of the present system. T 
don’t claim that it is perfect. I don’t say 
that there is not ground' for great com- 
plaint against the present system, but do 
you think that with the methods charged 
by democrats against populists in populist 
cou.ities and by populists against demo- 
crats in Richmond and other counties—do 
you think that any of you who 100K at it 
from the standpoint of your conscience 
that those elections are proper places: for 
judicial officers to submit their claims, 
wouldn’t it be a case of the best politician 
on the circuit having 2 great influence with 
the judge instead of the best lawyer?’ 

Speaker Fleming referred to the recent 
murder of Chancellor Allison, of Tennes- 
see, as having developed the truth about 
the situation of the election of judges, at 
least one tnstance of it; how the clerk had 
been compelled by the judge to spend over 
$6,000 to secure the judge’s election; how 
there had been a deal for the division of 
fees, and then when the clerk found him- 
self knocked out of the office by the inan 
whom he had supported he got his revenge 
with a double-barrel shotgun. 

‘“T will wudertake to say,’’ continued the 
speaker, ‘‘that we in Georgia have judges 
and solicitors fully equal to those of any 
other state whfch pays its judicial officers 
no more than we pay them here. Before 
we talk of electing our judges by tha people, 
let us change our election laws so Miat ev- 
ery man in Georgia entitled to vote will 
have the opportunity to cast his vote, and 
when that vote is cast that it be honestly 
counted. In our present condition I say 
‘God save the state’ from putting our ju- 
diciary in such a maelstrom.” 

The speaker concluded by some _ vyery 
pointed talk on the subject of the correc- 
tion of the abuses, which the people com- 
plain of, and said that the fault was not 
in the system, but in the man who would 
come here as representatives of their con- 
stituents and then allow their names to go 
into a blind pool to help this or that canrdi- 
date. ‘The evil,” said he, “is much closer 
home, but if the evil does exist,-it will ‘Se 
much easier to correct it and far better for 
the state to do so by other methods than to 
leave the election to the people.”’

“My bill,” said Senator McGarrity, “is 
for the best interests of the public school 
system of Georgia. There is at present 
a popular upheaval of interest in the cause 
of education, and the people are clamoring 
that the school authorities be brought also 
closer to them. At present the schooi 
board is appointed by tle grand jury, a 
body which is selected solely because of 
the heavy payment of taxes, and not. be- 
cause of their scholarship. It is noto- 
rious that scholarly men are hardly ever 
rich men, and hence their names do not 
reach the grand jury box. These men 
thus selected appoint men on the school 
boards no better qualified than themselves. 
This school board elects a secretary, and he 
becomes the county school commissioner. 
It is not a plan calculated to secure com- 
petency. : 

“Now.” said the senator, pulling up his 
coat sleeves, “what is it that I propose? 
Simply that the people be allowed the privi- 
lege of electing thesé men. The election, 
taking place at the same time with the 
election of other county officers, would cost 
nothing. It will bring the people closer 
to the schools, and will inspire the county 
boards with a sense of their responsibility 
to the people. I hope the senate will dis- 
agree to the report.” Ot ; 

Senater Bush sustained the report of the 
committee. Under the law the grand 
juries were composed of the best men of 
their eounties. They brought into the 
exercise of their duties a due regard for 
the prosperity as well as a due regard for 
the people. The plan worked well, and 
good results had grown out of it. : 

Senator Boyd raised a new objection to 
Senator McGarrity’s bill. It would disar- 
range the entire educational plan of Geor- 
gia, and would require the tedious overhaul- 
ing of*every law on the statute book. The 
boards are now chosen by the grand juries, | 
and may be removed by the judge at any 
time for incompetency, neglect or corrup- 
tion.

INVESTORS ARE STILL BUYING COTTON 


Phe Grangers Were Raided by the Bears 
Successfully Yesterday, Closing 
Lower— W heat Is Lower. 


The southern spot markets showed a bet- 
ter feeling yesterday, and some of them 
advanced a small fraction, on account of 
the investment demand which is making 
ltself felt throughout the south. 


The advance is very slow and slight, 
though, and it is apparent that the people 
who are responsible for this sudden desire 
on the part of bargain hunters to turn their 
attention to cotton, do not seem to be very 
desirous of giving much above the cost of 
production for the staple, in fact, it is only 
after it got below that figure that it has 
suddenly loomed up as an investment. 


But this “demand for investment” is only 
heard of and not seen. Liverpool has fallen 
off in her sales, and the market on that 
side still remains at the lowest point ever 
touched, and on this side prices for the last 
few weeks have fa@tuated within a very 
marrow range. 


When an improvement is in sight there is 
® great demand for the man who estimates 
more especially if he can figure out a tre- 
mendous crop, as indicated from the last 
government report. 
not always make the market go as intend- 
ed,-as was the case yesterday. The Neill 
Brothers, seeing an improved tone in the 
Spot markets immediately set to work to 
revise their estimate of 10,250,000 with the 
result that it was reported during the day 
that they would increase their previous 
figures, to what extent it was not stated and 
may- never be. 


Contractgtotton in New York did not pay 
much attention to the Neill Brothers, but 
Liverpool did. In consequence Liverpool de- 
clined and New York advanced, and the 
effect of the increased crop estimate was 
the opposite of what was expected. 

In The New York Financier of last Mon- 
day, Messrs. Clapp & Co., say of cotton: 
*‘We figure out a crop of about 9,700,000 bales 
on basis of last year’s lint and crop reports. 
Some enthusiastic bears prophesy there is 
nearly 26,000,000 acres, and a crop of over 
10,000,000 bales is assured. In 1891 the gov- 
ernment ort made the yield per acre 179 
pounds, acreage 20,338,000; amount that ap- 

ared in sight was 9,038,707 bales, 3,233,254 

ales having appearéd between September 
1 and November 7, 1891. This season, to 
November 10th, there was reported 3,450,108 
bales as having come in sight; last year 
2,720,286 bales appeared before November 
10th. The visible increased this season to 
November 10th, 1,552,642 bales. The average 
increase during the past three years for 
the first seventy days was 1,391,099 bales. 
Three interior points in Texas report re- 
ceipts September ist to November 2d as 
768,251 bales against about 445,000 bales same 
time in 1891. Continental and British stocks 
decreased 511,000 bales in September and 
October, Exports to November 10th were 
1,492,765 bales, against 1,129,751 bales last 
season. Northern spinners’ takings were 
669,491, bales, against 330,928 bales last sea- 
son. “reat Britain’s yarn and cloth exports 
in September and October were much larger 
than the same month in 1893. Stocks of 
print cloths at Fail River and Providence 
are less than half what they were a year 
ago. Planters and speculators in many 
cases continue selling their spot cotton and 
investing a part of the proceed in margins 
to buy futures. 


*‘We feel very friendly to cotton and cot- 
to futures. Investment buyers seldom have 
such opportunities thrust upon them. Near- 
ly all futures are selling below actual car- 
rying charges.”’

About $29,0w,000 was so drawn 
out, and the consequence was the treasury 
gained only about $40,000,000, instead of 
nearly $60,060,0000, from its bond issue. 

Some of the banking institutions, in fact, 
drew out more gold than they paid to the 
treasury. Now the treasury department is 
trying to prevent a repetition of the of- 
fense. In view of such facts, it is amus- 
ing to note the blind faitn of The Bulletin 
in its fool proposition that the government 
has only to demand gold for customs du- 
ties to end ail its financial difficulties. An 
immature hobby is a dangerous thing to 
try to ride.

THE MURDERER ESCAPED. 


Costly armor, 


Foreign sensational 


Story of the Killing of George Davis 
at a Negro Ball. 


Americus, Ga., November 21.—(Special.)— 
Sam Grant, who shot and almost instantly 
killed George Davis, at a negro ball, early 
Sunday morning, made good his escape. 

The killing was done between 2 and 3 
o'clock and only the bare fact was mention- 
ed on Sunday, as full particulars could not 
be obtained at that hour. The two negroes 
attended the dance Saturday night, the or- 
gie lasting unti] Sunday morning when the 
murder put an end to the fegtivities.

On the second aitempt the 
weapon was discharged, ° 

Davie sank to the floor with a groan and 
died in a short while. The bullet struck 
him squarely in the forehead, his brains ooz- 
ing from the wound. Grant quietly walked 
from the scene and made his escape. Cor- 
oner Duckworth was summoned, but an in- 
quest was not deemed necessary,
